DIES SUDDENLY

Member of Federal Supreme 
Court Stricken with Apo- 
plexy While in Bath- 
room of Residence. 


DECIDED MANY BIG CASES 


Standard Oil and Tobacco Trust 
Proceedings Will Be Great- 
ly Affected by His Loss 
from the Bench. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special. }— 
David Josiah Brewer, associate justice of the 

preme court of the United States, died to- 
night at 10:30 o'clock as the result of a 
stroke of apoplexy. 

His death followed the stroke within a 
minute or two, before he could be carried to 
his bed. Mrs. Brewer was with him when 
the end came. Justice Brewer was 73 years 
old. 

Although he had not been feeling weil for 
the last few days, the aged jurist was up 
and out today and apparently in the best 
health and spirits. He was in equally good 
spirits at dinner and spent the evening in 
reading. 

Maid Finds Him Dying. 

Justice Brewer retired shortly after 10 
o'clock. About 10:30 he stepped into the 
bathroom in his night clothes. One of the 
servants heard him utter a ery and fall to 
the floor. She rushed to the bathroom and 
found the justice lying prone and unconsctous. 

The servant telephoned at once to Ashley 
M. Gould, associate justice of the Supreme 
court of the District of Columbia, who re- 
sides less than a block from the Brewer resi- 
dence in Sixteenth street. Justice and Mrs. 
Gould hurried at once to the Brewer residence 
and found the stricken man stil! breathing. 
They summoned Drs. A. H. Taylor and Sher- 
ley Ruffin, but when they arrived the justice 
was dead. The doctors immediately pre 
nounced the death due to apoplexy. 

Two daughters, Mrs. James F. Karrich and 
Mrs. H. J. Jetmore, were summoned, but 
reached the residence too late. Justice and 
Mrs. Gould have taken entire charge of the 
funeral arrangements, as Mrs. Brewer is an 
aged and infirm woman. 


May Affect Oil Case. 

The death of Justice Brewer may have o 
considerable bearing on the Standard Oil and 
tobacco trust proceedings in the Supreme 
court. Some say it may cause a retrial of 
the cases, two of the most important ever 
brought under the provisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Owing to the death of Justice 
Brewer and the iliness of Justice Moody 


there are only seven members of the Supreme. 
bench . 


to pass upon the case. 

The opinion of those acquainted with ths 
conditions is that the case will not be re- 
tried, however. If the court refuses retriais 
the death of Justice Brewer will remove 
the chance of a deadlock in the cases. These 
cases will be decided now by a court of seven 
justices, and the nearest to a division that is 
possible will be a vote of four to three. This 
chance of an equal division of the eight 
justices of the court has been the subject of 
much conjecture, since the two cases were 
taken under advisement by the court. 

Justice Brewer sat throughout the hearings 
of the arguments on these cases and partici. 
pated in the deliberations of the court, which 
have been going on for the last two weeks 
upon the decision that is to be rendered. But 
now the weight of his vote will go for naught. 


Delay in Ending Vacation. 

The Supreme court is now on its Easter re- 

cess. It will reconvene next Monday and un- 
doubtedly will adjourn for at least a day out 
of respect to the memory of Justice Brewer. 
Until that time the course to be taken by the 
court in the two cases probably will remain in 
doubt. 
Even the immediate appointment of a suc- 
cessor to Justice Brewer would not serve to 
affect the decision in the Standard Oil and 
Tobacco cases. The successor would not 
have heard the arguments and therefore 
would not participate in the decision. It is 
regarded as unlikely, moneover, that a suc- 
ceseor will be appointed before the decision 
of these cases. 

This is the second death on the Supreme 
court bench in the present term. Justice 
Peckham died early in the term and was 
succeeded by Justice Lurton. Justice Moody 
probably will not be back on the bench this 


term.

The big race will be arranged tonight at a 
dinner in the Great Northern hotel, where 
the 500 collectors, who have been in training 
for several weeks, will receive their final 
instructions.

TAFT’S AUTO MIXES WITH CAR 


President Narrowly Escapes In- 
jury in New York City. 


SCRAPES VEHICLE % BLOCK. 


Reaches Ferry Just on Time After Mid- 


night Thrill. 


New York, March 28.—{Special. ]~—President 
Taft had a narrow escape from injury late 
tonight while speeding in an automobile 
for the Pennsylvania ferry at the foot of 
West Twenty-third street on his return to 
Washington from the dinner of his class in 
Tale at the University club. 

A motorcycle policeman led the string of 
five automobiles that carried the presidential 
party, his purpose being to stop traffic on 
Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth 
avenues so the president could reach the 
ferry in time to catch the 12:10 train. 

For some reason the motorcycle police- 
man’s instructions were disobeyed at Eighth 
avenue, and just as the automobile contain- 
ing the president, his military aid, and a 
secret service man neared Eighth avenue the 
president's chauffeur saw a south bound 
Highth avenue car start to cross the street. 
The first automobilé, which contained Police 
Inspector Walsh, @ secret service agent, and 
a headquarters detective, bad just crossed 
and Was speeding for the ferry when the 
street car got under way. 


Chauffeur Shouts Warning. 

The president's chauffeur shouted to the 
motorman: 

For heaven's sake, slow up.“ 

Then he gave the wheel of his machine a 
violent turn, causing the auto to swerve to 
the south. The automobile was then within a 
few feet of the trolley car. 

The automobile after it turned veered in- 
ward to the side of the car, and for half a 
block the chauffeur could not get his machine 
away from the trolley car.

When the police auto had gone half a block 
Inspector Walsh looked around for the presi- 
dent's car, and was surprised when he saw 
the street car getting under way, the car 
being in the middie of the avenue at Twenty- 
fourth street, and the president's machine 
nowhere in sight. Waish knew something 
had gone wrong, and ordered his machine 
hurried back to the avenue.

Married Twenty-five Years.

The oldest son of the Moody's, Alex- 
ander, was married two years ago. He has 
been in a sanitarium almost ever since the

J was coming up the stairs behind my hus- 
band, said Mrs. Gardner. We had just 
closed our confectionery store underneath 
our apartment. Hunter was the last man to 
leave the store. I heard steps behind me, but 
did not turn. As I reached the hallway on 
the second floor I was struck down from 
behind and saw two men rush past me and 
attack my husband. 

Jam satisfied that one of the men was 
Hunter. My husband was robbed ofa wallet 
containing $235, -which he had in his hip 
pocket. I had $75 in my purse, but no at- 
tempt was made to take anything from me.” 

Mr. Gardner, whose eyesight is poor, said 
he could identify neither of the men. Mrs. 
Mary Taylor, who rents the apartment which 
she shares with Miss Lydstrom, was with her 
a witness of the assault. She says that she 
was startled by Mrs. Gardner's screams 
and ran to her door and saw Mrs. Gardner's 
body lyin gacross the threshold of her 
apartment while a young, well dressed man 
was running down the stairs to the street. 


Lunches Near Victims Day After, 

Mrs. Taylor conducts a restaurant at 1540 
East Fifty-third street. She says that 
Hunter came into her place on the noon fol- 
lowing the robbery and took a seat ata table 
where Mr. and Mrs. Gardner were lunching. 

“I asked him why he didn't come to help 
us when he heard the screaming,’ Mrs. 
Taylor said. ‘‘ He answered, I just scooted 
across the street to my room.’ After he had 
gone Mrs, Gardner said to me, ‘I was trying 
to give you a hint while he was here. That 
is one of the men who did it.“ 

Hunter was arrested in his rooms at the 
Holland hotel, Fifty-third street and Lake 
avenue, on Feb. 15, three days after the al- 
leged robbery. He was released on a bond of 
$2,000; furnished by Willis O. Herrick, 420 
Oak Park avenue, Oak Park.

Committee of Nine to Study Pas- 
teurization and Tuberculin. 


ORDERED BY THE COUNCIL. 


Ald, Hey Opposes the Action, but the 
Resolutions Are Adopted. 


Ald. Francis W. Taylor introduced resolu- 
tions into the city council last night calling 
upon Mayor Busse to appoint a commission 
of nine experts to study the tuberculin test- 
ing of cows and the pasteurization of milk 
for subsequent action. 

Strenuous objection was made to the reso- 
lutions by Ald. Hey, leader of the anti- 
pasteurization movement, and by Ald. Ut- 
patel, another opponent of pasteurized milk, 
2 they were adopted. The resolutions fol- 

W: 

** Resolved, By the city council of the city 
of Chicago that the mayor be, and he is here- 
by authorized and directed, to appoint a 
commission of nine persons, which commis- 
sion shall include a bacteriologist, a chemist, 
a children’s specialist, a veterinarian, a rep- 
resemative of the milk dealers, a member of 
the city council, and a representative of the 
law department of the city of Chicago, to in- 
vestigate the question of tuberculin testing 
and pasteurizing milk and kindred matter, 
and to report its conclusions to the council. 

Resolved, That said commission co- 
operate as far as practicable with the com- 
mission of the state of Illinois appointed to 
consider the same subject.“ 


Hey’s Protest Is Vain. 
After Ald. Taylor had moved the adoption 
of the resolution Ald. Hey at once roge and 
said: 


“The health committee has been investi- | 


gating the subject for the last year. I do not 
think it fair to appoint this special 
commission. The question of pasteuriz- 
ing the milk supply of this city is 
a grave one. As it is conducted at 
present the dealers are not required to state 
whether the milk is pasteurized or tuberculin 
tested and if pasteurized to show at what time 
it was heated. I move Ald. Taylor's motion 
be tabled.” : ‘ 
Mayor Busse declared Ald. Hey’s motion 
lost. 
‘Ald. Merriam asked Ald. Taylor if he had 
any objection to increasing the number of 
aldermen on the committee from one to two. 
The change was agreed to. Both aldermenon 
the urging of Ald. Utpatel are to be selected 
from the health committee. 


Protest by a Philanthropist. 

Ald. Taylor reecived a copy of a cablegram 
trom Nathan Strauss at Gibraltar, protest- 
ing against the repeal of the pasteurization 
ardinance. The message was forwarded by 
William Wirt Mills of New York. It read in 
part as follows: 

Tour wireless that efforts are being made 
in Chicago to repeal pasteurization regula- 
tions greatly distresses me, for I know from 
nineteen years’ experience that pasteuriza- 
tion prevents much sickness and saves many 
lives. I know thé repeal of the Chicago or- 
Ginance will open the floodgates upon that 
city, and result in pouring into Chicago of 
tuberculous milk that is now barred from

Electric Street Lights All Out 
Save in Park and on Drive, 


CITY CABLES LOSE CURRENT. 


Sanitary District Plant All Right, but 


Connection Fails, 


Residents of the north side—those who hed 
to be out after 7 o'clock—wandered about in 
stygian darkness last night. All of the elec- 
tric lights were out. 

The darkness extended from the river to 
the city limits on the north, except on those 
streets which are lighted by gas or gasoline 
lamps, andysave also one small area, Lincoin 
park and the Lake Shore drive. In contrast 
to the city streets, the park and the drive 
rans tog brightly, with their many electric 

mps. 

Up to an early hour this morning the seat of 
the trouble had not been located, although 
scouts had been out at night trying to find 
out just where the electric current ceased to 
flow. Certainly there was no trouble with 
the plant or wires of the sanitary district, 
which furnishes the lights to the north side, 
for there was Lincoln park as brightly iNumi- 
nated as usual, and the ourrent comes from 
the same place. , 

As nearly as could be discovered the trouble 
lay somewhere in one of the three feed cables 
that run/Trom the substation at Rice street 
and Lincoln avenue to the substation at Ful- 
lerton avenue and the river. These cables be- 
long to the city and are under the direct con- 
trol of City Blectrician Carroll. 


Trouble in City’s Cables. 

At the city dispatcher’s office, where all 
matters of that sort are looked after at night, 
the word was given out that the trouble lay 
in one of the city’s cables which run between 
the Lincoln avenue and the Fullerton ave- 
nue substations. The sanitary district has 
cables running into the Lincoln avenue sta- 
tion, where it turns the current over to the 
city, to be distributed. 

Recently a proposition was made to the 
council for the city to turn over to the sani- 
tary district all of its feed lines, and the sub- 
stations and general lighting of the city. The 
samitary district offered to pay for these ca- 
bles, and suggested that the money could be 
used in extending the electric lighting sye- 
tem. The trustees offered also to advance 
the money necessary to install several thou- 
sand additional lamps, for which the city 
could pay on the installment plan. 

This proposition was submitted to the 
finance committee, and since then there have 
been several inquiries as to what has become 
of the negotiations. According to the in- 
formation received from some of the sanitary 
trustees, the proposition has hung fire in the 
council committee owing to opposition from 
Ald. Foreman and Zimmer. 


Sanitary Plant All Right. 

“Our plant and our wires are all right,” 
said R. R. McCormick, president of the sani- 
tary trustees, after he had made an investi- 
gation.

Notices Absence of Students. 

Then came the event of the day, the ad- 
dress before the Cairo university. Entering 
by ‘a side door, Col. Roosevelt saluted Prince 
Fouad, who presented him to the faculty and 
escorted him to a hall packed with men and 
women, the former portly in native dress and 
European costume, with tarboushes; the lat- 
ter exclusively in European attire. Col. 
Roosevelt was greeted enthusiastically, and 
immediately ascended the rostrum and began 
to speak. Hisspeech frequently was punctu- 
ated .with applause, which reached its great- 
est volume when he gave an Arab proverb 
in pure Arabic. 

Noticing upon his entrance that compara- 
tively few students were in the hail, and, 
indeed, having heard a charge that they 
had been excluded, Col. Roosevelt tactfully 
announced that his remarks were not intend- 
ed especially for the Europeans, but were 
primarily for the students. 

The faces of his audience were a study as 
the speaker made his telling points. Sir 
Eldon and Lady Gorst followed him with 
rapt attention, and indeed all the English 
who were present praise Roosevelt's sincere 
earnestness and the striking yet delicate way 
in which he handled the difficult subject. An 
- afternoon paper today gave the speech in full, 
also approving it editorially, saying that un- 


questionably, it is bound to have an immense 


influence for good throughout Egypt.” 


Pays Tribute to Intelligence. 
No man may reach the front rank who is

of administrators whose path is already 
thorny enough. 

It was feared beforehand that Roosevelt 
would make undesired references to the as- 
eassination of the late Premier Boutros and 
the nationaMst agitation which is now under 
way. It is stated on excellent authority 
that Prince Fouad, who, in addition to being 
president of the university, is the khedive’s 
uncle, was nervous before the address was 
delivered and tried to induce Sir Eldon Gorst, 
the British agent, to persuade the distin- 
guished visitor to avoid political topics, but 
Eldon refused pointbiank to interfere in any 


way. ; 
Assassins Are Denounced. 
Other efforts were reported to have been 
made to bring influence to bear upon the lec- 
turer to tone down his utterances, but appar- 
ently they were without effect. Col. Roose- 
velt not only denounced the assassination of 
Boutres with characteristic vehemence but 
denounced with scarcely less vigor the assas- 
sins themselves and their sympathizers, 
among whom are included virtually all mem- 
bers of the young Egypt party. He told the 
Egyptians in effect that they were as yet 
unfit for self-government. 
It would have mattered far less to the lec- 
turer's hosts had he not been treated since 
his arrival here as one whom they delighted 
to shower conspicuous honors upon. He will 
be regarded generally by the Nationalists as 
the mouthpiece of the British régime, the rep- 
resentatives of which will get all the stings 
that the ex-president has stirred up. Apart 
from this aspect it was a powerful speech, 
and except among the responsible men who 
fear its consequences is regarded as a re- 
markably able performance by those who 
heard it. It was approved by the mass of 
those who listened. 


Many Dignitaries Present. 

The audience included about all those who 
are prominent in the intellectual and polit- 
ical life of Cairo. Bosides President Fouad, 
who introduced the speaker, and other Egyp- 
tian princes, there were present the minis- 
ters and many ex-ministers of the govern- 
ment, in addition to the diplomatic corps and 
Sir Eldon Gorst himself. There were many 
women of high standing in attendance. Few 
| of the students were present, however, it 
being assumed that the Nationalists had 
warned them to remain away.

Single Door in Hall: Is Nailed 
Shut and Many Are Crushed 
in Flight. 4 


MATE-SZALKA, Hungary, March 28.— The 
village of Oekoerito and the adjacent dis- 
tricts have been thrown into mourning by a 
terrible disaster, which occurred kast night, 
and which resulted in the death of between 
300 and 400 persons and the serious injury of 
100 others. 

A public ball was announced to be held at 
the hotel of the village, where the coach 
house had been fitted up asa ballroom. It was 
a great barniike structure, decorated with 
tinder dry june branches, left from e previous 
entertainment, to which were added for the 
occasion other decorations and Chinese lan- 
terns. ~ 

The festivity attracted” pleasure seekers 
from the surrounding country, and the build- 
ing was so packed just before the bal} com- 
menced that the single door which afforded 
entrance and exit was nailed up to keep 
out the hundreds who clamored outaide. 


Pine Branch Fires Dresses. 

While the dancing was in full swing a pine 
branch ¢aught fire and fell to the floor. It 
blazed furiously, and almost instantly the 
dresses of several of the women burst into 
flames, which spread with astonishing rapid- 
ity. 
5 panio ensued, the revelers losing their 
heads completely. Many of them, with 
flames shooting out from their garments, 
Pushed toward the barred exit, where a 
surging mase jammed together. 
Women and men fell, and were trampled 
under foot. Those In front vainly endeav- 
ored to tear open the door, but were crushed 
by the pressure of the crowd behind, 
Soon the roof crashed in, the blazing wreck- 
age falling upon the helpless victims, so that 
may of those who hitherto had escaped the 
flames were struck down by beams, or buried 
under the débris. : 


Many Collapse After Escape. 

When the door finally was broken open 
some few persons escaped, but most of these 
collapsed before they got far. Inside the 
building were heaps of charred corpses, and 
screams and groans still were audible from 
the smoking piles. A detachment of troops 
was ordered to the scene to clear the wreck- 
age and help bury the dead. 
The official estimate given tonight states 
that 290 persons perished, but it is believed 
that the total death roll will prove much 
larger than this, as many of the dancers 
have not been accounted for. :

As a result of this the populace again is 
forming processions and carrying images and 
holy relics. They kneel near the lava streams, 
imploring God with frenzy to avert the 
scourge that threatens their homes. 


Think Bells Modify Fury. 

Bells of the villages are tolling continuously 
tonight. The more superstitious believe the 
clang of the bells modified the fury of the 
volcanic discharges. 

The authorities, who yesterday counter- 
manded orders to evacuate the villages, are 
holding all available wagons in readiness to 
convey the people to places of safety. Ap- 
parently there is no immediate danger as 
far as towns are concerned, in spite of the 
renewed eruptions. 

The movement of the lava streams is slowly 
destroying the remaining vineyards, or- 
chards, and crops. Many crops already are 
ruined. 


Special Trains for Visitors. 

, Thousands of sightseers have crowded the 
fields in order to view the lava at close range 
and havé done great damage by trampling 
the growing grain. It is estimated that more 
than 60,000 persons, including tourists, have 
invaded the district to see the spectacle.

‘TELL OF FAKE WEDDINGS 


Investigators Believe White Girls 
in Chop Suey Joints Wives 
Only in Name, 


The police made additional accusations 
yesterday against the nine Chinese charged 
with attacking Mary Mulehar in the chop 
suey establishment over the Berghoff saloon, 
State and Adams streets, early last Thurs- 
day morning. The victim told her story to 
the grand jury late in the afternoon. 

Inspector Lavin expressed belief that the 
defendants have tampered with his wit- 
nesses, and said he received information 
which Indicated that many of the white girls 
who believe themselves legally married to 
Celestials are merely the victims of fake 
ceremonies. Chief Steward ia interested in 
locating two pretty stenographers who are 
said to have been rescued irom a similar fate 
at the hande of these same Chinamen a 
couple of months ago. 

In taking the case before the grand jury 
Inspector Lavin practically removed it from 
the jurisdiction of Municipal Judge Gemmill, 
who was to have heard it at Harrison street 
today. The judge will be asked for a con- 
tinuance to give the grand jury a chance to 
indict. 


Stenographers’ Narrow Escape. 

All the white girl employés of the estab- 
lishment, interpreters who heard the victim's 
story, and Dr. Clarence Wall of the Harrison 
Street Emergency hospital, and City Physi- 
cian L. Blake Baldwin will be called today, 
and if the girl stenographers are found they 
will de asked to relate their experiences for 
the benefit of the inquisitorial body. 

The information Chief Steward received 
from a personal friend is that about two 
months ago two pretty stenographers who 
had worked late entered the same establish- 
ment and ate chop suey and drank a bottle 
of beer, when two of the waiters induced the 
girls to drink some Chinese rice wine. 

It made them intoxicated, and the gir! most 
affected—called *‘ Hazel” by her companion 
—had accepted the invitation of the waiters 
“to come upstairs and see our collection of 
Chinese relics.” The other girl was tugging 
at Hazel’s dress to prevent her entering the 
double doors which cut off the upper floors 
from the dining room when the friend of 


*! Chief Steward interfered and took both giris 


home. 

Immedlately after becoming conscious at 
the hospital the Mulshar girl gave the full 
details of the brutal treatment she received. 
She told how the nine defendants had 
pounced upon her, and how they finally 
opened the gas jet and closed her in the 
room because of the faint resistance she was 
able to offer. 


Chinese Terrify Victim. 

But twenty-four hours later she explained 
her near asphyxiation on the ground that 
she failed to turn the gas off properly, and 
she also said that the Chinamen had not 
been unkind to her. She begged for her re- 
lease and anid she wanted to go back to 
work,” fuvestigation disclosed that she had 
been visited at the station by another Polish 
girl friend of Chinamen, who advised the 
victim to keep her mouth shut,“ and it was 
said that the Mulshar girl had communicated 
with the defendants themselves and a man 
representing himself as their attorney. 

Inspector Lavin suspected a plot and had 
his men rush her before the grand jury be- 
fore she again changed her mind. She also 
informed the police that the supposed white 
wife of the proprietor coaxed her not to 
reveal anything 

The latter stoutly denied trying to influence 
the victim, and insisted on telling the police 
“how good the Chinamen were to her and 
the like, when the inspector questioned her 
regarding the proprietor’s assertion about 
being married two or three weeks.’’

HIGHER MEDICAL STANDARD 


IS ASKED BY PHYSICIANS. 


Dr. B. F. Ingalls of Rush College 
Speaks at Dinner of 1890 Class— 
Chicago Men Chosen Officers. | 


Need of a higher standard of class work 
and medica) tests for physicians and sur- 
geons was declared by Dr. E. Pletcher In- 
galis of Rush Medical college in an address 
delivered last night at a dinner of graduates 
of the clase of 1890. The dinner, which was 
held at the La Salle hotel, was attended by 
fifty members of the class who now are prac- 
ticing physicians in the middle west. 

“There is so much more that can be done 
for sick persons now than could be twenty 
years ago,” said Dr. Ingalls, that it is 
necessary that a student enter college with 
a better general education, and class stand- 
ards should be higher. 

“I believe that many in the profession 
have not done their best, and have not kept 
the standard ag high as it should have been, 
because they do not understand the necessity 
of keeping up with the times.” 

The same assertions were made by Prof. 
Arthur Dean Bevan, who declared that the 
science of medicine has been revolutionized 
in the last thirty years. He also said the 
general practitioner was of more service to 
the community in which he lives than was a 
specialist, no matter of how much skill.

Order a “Strike Vote.” 

New York, March 28.—The New York Cen-

tory settlement of all difficulties had been 
reached and that it was on the basis of that 
recently made by the Baltimore and Ohio 
with its employés. The agreement covers 
the wage and train schedules and the hours 
of labor. 

Big Four Wire Men Winners. 

Cincinnati, O., March 28.—Every demand 
of importance, and practically every one 
asked for was granted to the railway teleg- 
raphers operating on the Big Four railroad 
by the arbitration board here today. 

The chief requests that, the railroad will 
have to accede to consist of 2% cents per 
hour for all over regular time, fifteen days’ 
vacation at full pay to all operators working 
ten hours a day or more, or operators forced 
to work for twelve Sundays during the year, 
and the classifying of station workers as 
telegraphers. 

These demands, it is estimated, will cause 
an additional outlay of money to the Big 
Four of. $3,400 a month.

It is recalled that at her last appear- 
ance here Mise Glaser depended to a great ex- 
tent upon her nasal dexterity to provide her 
public with what they paid for:—but that arti- 
fice has been consigned to the discard and we 
have her now, bright, wholesome, vivacious, and 
with no need of the atomizer. It is remarked 
also that there is a certain amendment in the 
Glaser guffaw, which used to be a trifle unre- 
strained.

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American Race Type 
May Become Mongrel. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D.

[UME, Hungary, Jan. 7.—Do the people of 
the United States constitute a race of 
mongrels? Is it their destiny to become 
a mongrel race? Is the volume of immi- 
3 gration now pouring into ‘the United 
States likely to result eventually in the forma- 
tion of a mongrel race? These questions are 
not new. By many they are already answered. 
‘One American anthropologist has even gone so 
fay as to give expression to his belief that the 
American race of the future is to resemble that 
“af the American Indian. . 

I have said that, with a single exception, the 
immigration problem is the most serious which 
today confronts the United States. Of the two 
aspects of this problem, the physical and the 
social, I take the physical first, because it is 
more simple. At any rate, it seems more sim- 
ple and is easier of attack. Before we can un- 
derstand the physical aspect of the immigration 
problem we must get before us one or two 
general principles which govern the formation 
of races and then pass in review the various 
elements of dlood whicr exist as permanent 
factors today in the United States 


Classification of Mankind. 

Some months ago I set forth briefly a clas- 
sification of mankind according to blood, differ- 
ing radically from that usually found in print. 
I believe the old classification of mankind into 
five groups or races to be based on miscon- 
ceptions of existing conditions. I think a study 
of mankind is greatly simplified by conceiving 
humanity to be divided into two great groups 
or races: the white, or Pacific ocean group; the 
Negroes, or Indian ocean group. The distin- 
guishing features of the two groups are color of 
skin, character of hair, and relative length of 
limb. . 

In each group or race types exist. Some ex- 
tend over small areas and possess strongly 
marked features. On the American continent 
mankind developed a iarge number of types, all 
having the distinguishing characteristics of the 
Pacific ocean races. In Europe and in Asia, 
other types developed. The tall blonde of the 
north of Europe and the short Ainu of north- 
ern Japan are extreme types, or mutants as the 


zoblogists would say, of the white or Pacific, 


ocean group. 

The reason for the existence of types is not 
|} clearly understood. Nor it is known why, on 
land surrounding the Indian ocean, the Negroid 
race developed any more than why around the 
Pacific ocean the white race developed. We 
only know that these races have existed for 
thousands, perhaps hundreds of thousands of 
years. It is also known that the types which 
exist today in Europe and Asia may be traced 
back to an exceedingly remote antiquity. ‘To 
what extent physical types develop under geo- 
graphical environment and to what extent their 
development ie due to sexual selection is not 
clearly understood. Investigations now under 
way will clear up some of these questions. 


Environment Small Factor. 


The possibility of the existence of types is 
due to the well known biological principle of 
variation, while the persistence of types e due 
| to the principle of heredity. That geographi- 
ö cal environment alone fails utterly to account 
for the development of types may be illus- 
trated from an examination of actual conditions 
in almost any part of the world.

The significant thing is that nature, through 
thousands of years, did not produce a common 
type in North America, but many types. Even 
Mexico did not produce a single type, but sev- 
eral. This at once disposes of the theory that 
through the influence of environment alone, the 
element now. found in the United States wil) 
gradually emerge as a single type 


Limestone Makes Tall People. 


Geographical environment undoubtedly influ- 
ences. physical types. It seems likely that the 
limestone character of the soil of Kentucky has 
contributed to the production of its men of tall 
stature. Observations in the city of Gotha 
seem to indicate that there was an increase in 
the stature of its citizens with the introduction 
of hard water. But I repeat that the theory 
that there is anything in physical environment 
alone which has had or may have a tendency 
to cause people of European descent on the 
American continent to alter their physical type 
to resemble the Indians, is, * believe. with- 
out a particle of foundation. 

The great mass of evidence so far collected 
tends to show the stability of types. That the 
children of European immigrants in the United 
Statés will show increase in stature and even 
a possible change in head formation due to 
better environment and especially to better nu- 
trition seems likely. But in the main I be- 
lieve we are warranted if the conclusion that 
without other influences, such as admixture, 


there is nothing in the inherent character ot 


American environment which will cause the dif- 
ferent types now found, or to come later, to 
alter so as to form one great common type. 


Line Between Types IIl-Defined. 


The dividing line between the white race and 
the Negroid race cannot be sharply. drawn. 
There are certain peoples of Africa with black 
skin and frizzly hair, with European cast of 
countenance. No one thinks of classifying these 
people as members of the white race. There 
are other types in the white race, such as cer- 
tain groups in India, which have dark or black 
skin and wavy hair, which causes them to re- 
semble negroes. And yet they so little resem- 
ble true negroes in physiognomy that they 
must be classified in the Pacific group. It would 
seem that along the southern shores of the 
Mediterranean and in the southern fringe of 
Asia there has deen a certain admixture of 
the two races. 

The problem of race, as it confronts us in 
America, must take into consideration not only 
the different types which exist and which are 
coming Europe, but the negro as well. 
Herein lies the real seriousness of the problem. 
Investigations thus fa 
of t show that the resultant product is not 
half-way between, as we might expect, but par- 
takes largely of the character of one parent or 
of the other. This is seen in the crossing of 
negroes and whites, of whites and Indians, or 
an Englishman and a Jew of pronounced type. 
It is found that in the families of such unions 
some of the children partake largely of the 
character of the father; others have inherited 
the distinguishing features of the mother. Even 
additional admixtures, for example between a 
mulatto and a white, result in some of the off- 
spring having the qualities of the white par- 
ent, other children the qualities of the mulat- 
to parent and even of the negro grandparent. 
If the blacks of the United States were freely 
to intermarry, with the whites for hundreds of 
generations, it seems likely that offspring would 
still be produced of the Negroid typa 


Unable to Solve Negro Problem. 


I have no solution for the difficulty which

In a conversation recently with one of the 
world’s ‘foremost students in matters relating 
to heredity, he cited, as throwing interesting 
light on this question, his knowledge of a fam- 
ily in Munich. In this family, with which he 
had been on intimate terms all his life, there 
are several children One of the children, in 
sharp distinction from the others, is a decided 
brunette, with a disposition and free manners 
which are ip sharp contrast with the other chil- 
dren. 

He has often jokingly taunted the family 
with the presence, at one time or another in its 
existence, of a negro ancestor. Recently one 
of the sons was called to Peru to settle an old 
estate. He discovered that the wife of his 
great-grandfather was half-negro, half-Indian. 
Even the existence of this ancestor had been 
forgotten. But the negro strain of blood had 
reappeared after four generations. 

I am well acquainted with a family in Ber- 
lin, the father a typical German, the mother a 
Jewess. Of the eight children of this family 
four have all the distinguishing marks of He- 
brews, the others are characteristic Germans. 
This is in spite of the fact that the mother 
herself, in her features, shows no trace of her 
Jewish bleod. These cases are cited, not as 
proof, but as illustrations of the workings of 
the Mendelian law.

Negro Type Different. 


Whatever view we may take of the future of 
the American race, the existence of our negroes 
must always be taken into consideration. Their 
physical type not only differs enormously from 
that of the whites, but in general may be char- 
acterized as more nearly approximating that of 
the early simian ancestors of the human fam- 
ily. In true negroes of the negroid race such 
physical characters abound. These, briefly stat- 
ed, are the great relative length of arm as com- 
pared with length of leg; great development of 
face, especially in the forward prolongation of 
the jaws, as compared with the development ot 
the back of the head; great development of the 
molar teeth as compared with the length of the 
palate. 

Other traits which may be characterized as 
lacking the high human development seen in 
the white race are to be found in the charac- 
ter of the curve of the spine, in the shape and 
disposition of the pelvis, in the relatively small 
size of the skull, and the simplicity of the 
lines of union of the bones of the skull. 
Similar corresponding conditions are found in 
systems other than the skeletal, especially in 
the musculature. ; 

To what extent culture is dependent on bod- 
ily structure cannot be stated in exact terms. 
Fundamentally there is no difference between 
the organization of the mind of the negro and 
that of the white. But physical differences are 
so great that it seems more than likely that 
mental differences of a corresponding nature 
must exist. Especially does it seem likely that 
there are differences in character and in men- 
tal attitudes. The fact, however, that the negro 
in Africa has reached a great height in indus- 
tries, in political organization, and even in 
philosophic speculation is proof that the men- 
tal difference, if it exists at all, between the 
black and the white must be slight! 

Without doubt the time will come when the 
difference which exists today between the ne- 
groes and the whites in America will be less 
pronounced than at the present time. I can see 
no escape from this conclusion.

Steel Town's Council Springs 
Coup by Anticipating Sim- 
ilar Action by Rival. 


Gary took a band yesterday in the merry 
game of kidmaping nearby Indiana mu- 
nicipalities and in five minutes of official 
action raised its total population from 20,000 
to 80,000. | 

The ¢riumpb was accomplished by the com- 
mon council's passage of an ordinance an- 
nexing Hast Chicago, which only last week 
gobbled up Hammond and Whiting by sim- 
ilar procedure. If the move stands court 
testa, the new city of Gary now is composed 
ot the following erstwhile independent mu- 
nicipalities:

To the steel city, which considers its name 
of Gary one of ita principal asseta, it seeméd 
to be a case of kidnap or be kidmaped. The 
Gary officials hed been told that a meeting 
of Bast Chicago's common council had been 
called for last night for the purpose of an- 
nexing Gary under the same Indiana statute 
by which Hammond and Whiting already 
had been stolen while they slumbered. 

The scheme worked so smoothly that the 
enlarged East Chicago looked around for 
other abutting territory and decided Gary 
was the choicest in sight. 


Hurry Up Call for Council Meeting. 

But Gary’s officials were awake and East 
Chicago was handicapped by its council 
rules, which required two days’ notice in a 
call for a special meeting. Word that the 
call had gone out saturday sped to Gary, 
and then the telephone wires buzzed with 
orders to mobilize. Gary’s council never 
had adopted rules fettering quick action, 
wherefore it was possible to send out notices 
at 8 a. m. yesterday summoning the local 
lawmakers to a meeting at 9 a. m. 

In preparation for that gathering, City 
Attorney Harvey J. Curtis, City Clerk Harry 
D. Moose, and City Stenographer K. L. 
Winkler sat up all of Sunday night preparing 
the annexation ordinance that was to oblit- 
erate Kast Chicago et al. just as East Chi- 
cago was preparing for a gastronomie in- 
clusion of the hustling steel city. 

All of the seven councilmen of Gary were 
on hand promptly. The annexation or- 
dinance was introduced. There was no de- 
bate. It was passed unanimously, Mayor T. 
E. Knotts signed it, and East Chicago was 
no more—barring reversal ef the action in 
the courts. 


Get Official Notice of Kidnaping. 

To make certain that East Chicago re- 
ceived official notice of its kidnaping, a com- 
mittee consisting of Councilmen M. N. Cas- 
tleman, E. R. Bowser, W. 8. Feuer, and 
Ralph Rowley was appointed. They were 
directed to descend upon last night's meeting 
of Bast Chicago's council with the informa- 
tion that ite legal power to absorb the steel 
city had vanished. When they appeared, 
however, they were informed that no council 
meeting had been called, 

That Gary. does not really care for East 
Chicago, Hammond, and Whiting, with their 
debts, bonded and floating, was disclosed by 
Mayor Knotts. 

We had to take today’s action to protect 
ourselves, Mr. Knotts. We ds not 
hunger for East Chicago.” 

Mayor Schlicker of East Chicago heard of 
his city’s annexation over the phone from 
Mayor Knotts of Gary. Asa result of their 
talk a conference is scheduled today between 
committees of “aldermen and prominent 
citizens from each city, to meet in East Chi- 
cago to discuss the situation.

The right of the United States to as- 
some control of Liberian finances will not 
be challenged by anybody.

WANTED: A TARIFF COMMISSION. 

When the tariff act went to the confer- 
ence committee it had a paragraph au- 
thorizing the president, in order to dis- 
charge the duties imposed on him by 
the law and to secure information which. 
will be useful to congress in tariff legisla- 
tion,” to employ experts. They were to 
investigate the production, commerce, and 
trade of the United States and foreign 
countries and all conditions affecting the 
same. 

There was rejoicing over this para- 
graph among those who wish for an in- 
telligent revision of the tariff, because it 
was well understood that President Taft 
would create the equivalent of a tariff 
commission under it. The rejoicing was 
premature. When the bill reached the 
conference committee the standpatters fell 
upon that promising paragraph tooth and 
nail. They eviscerated it. They cut out 
all about information useful to congress. 
They do not wish it to be informed. 
They wish it to be in dense ignorance 
when dealing with the tariff, because that 
makes it easier to get the legislation 
pampered and grasping special interests 
clamor for. They left out all about in- 
vestigating commerce and production. 

Every one who can recall the exulta- 
tion with which Senator Hale announced, 
after the report of the conference com- 
mittee had been submitted, that there 
was not a sentence or a word left out of 
which to build up a tariff commission to 
enlighten congress will have just doubts 
as to the ability of the progressives to 
put through the senate now a law creating 
a tariff commission. Yet it is worth try- 
ing. It is only through such an agency, 
collecting exact information as to the cost 
of production at home and abroad, that 
the defiant, insolent falsehoods on which 
excessive protective duties are based can 
be effectively answered. That informa- 
tion, when official and authoritative, would 
silence lying manufacturers and shame 
congress into lower duties. 

This is an auspicious moment to make 
the attempt. The standpatters have 
learned that their tariff has not been ac- 
cepted by the Republican voters with the 
meekness and resignation they looked 
for. 
strated that insurgency is not confined 
to congress and that rebellious voters will 
not lay down their arms and disperse 
when a “regular” so orders. The sena- 
torial] “standpatters” might reason—if 
not beyond the reach of reason—that the 
creation of a tariff commission, whose la- 
bors would clear the way for an bonest 
and intelligent revision of the tariff in the 
near future, would do something to allay 
widespread popular discontent. 

What the country wants is a scientific 
tariff, giving protection only to the in- 
dustries that need it and giving to none 
of them more than it needs. There can 
be no such tariff until we have measur- 
ably accurate data as to the cost of pro- 
duction of competing commodities in the 
United States and foreign countries. A 
capable commission such as President 
Taft would appoint if allowed to would 
get the data. 

That same Senator Hale who was so 
jubilant last summer because the coffin 
lid had been screwed down on the tariff 
commission ought to be willing now to 
let the screws be drawn, He left the 
senate hurriedly for Maine a few weeks 
ago. He took with him a bag of nails 
and a hammer. They were needed for 
the mending of his fences. They were 
a little damaged by the tariff and other 
casualties, Even in Maine there are mur- 
murs of tariff discontent. 

Let us have a tariff commission, so that 
the iniquities of the woolen and cotton 
echedules may be laid bare and the con- 
sumers be given a square-deal, 


LAW OF THE AIR. 

In the rapid development abroad of 
‘gaerid] navigation the stage has been 
reached when public men of Europe are 
discussing with much seriousness the laws 
which must be recognized internationally 
as regulating this new method of trans- 
portation and machine of war. The sub- 
ject has many aspects. If it be assumed 
that the established rules of international 
law are to prevail in connection with war 
in the air, there yet remain a number of 
distinctly new problems to be solved be- 
cause of the introduction of a novel ma- 
chinery. : 

Germany, which aims to be known as 
“ mistress of the air,” even if it fails to 
wrest from Britain the proud title 
“mistress of the seas,” is the natural 
leader in the inquiry. Already the call 
has come for state supervision of air traf- 
fic. The investigation hardly began until 
the necessity of determining the privileges 
and the limitations of the aeronaut by 
international tribunal was apparent. For 
example, the undesirability of permitting 


ship stations in fortified towns is pointed 
ont, the relationship of the new mode of 
locomotion to spying being apparent.

READ THE PAPERS. ~ 

Ether the business men of the country 
do not read the papers at all or they do 
it in*so careless and perfunctory a way 
that they might as well let them go un- 
looked at. Possibly many of them are 
merely headline readers, except as to the 
sporting news. 

There have been two recent illustrations 
of the ignorance of business men of what 
was going on. The corporation tax did 
not go through congress like the silent 
tread of a cat,“ as Senator Daniel said 
of the act stopping the free coinage of 
silver, which the free silver men called 
“the crime of 1873.” It figured in the 
newspaper reports of congressional pro- 
ceedings. It was printed in the papegs, 
the publicity provision included. It was 
discussed editorially. But up to about 
two months ago few of the men interested 
in corporations seemed to be aware of the 
existence of the tax. Perhaps the IIlinois 
contingent would still be in ignorance if 
J. Mack Glenn had not rung the alarm 
bell. Then there was a scurrying to 
Washington. There were plaintive ap- 
peals to congress and the president to “ do 
something —appeals which; if the busi- 
ness men had read the papers closely, 
would have been made last summer, while 
the tax was being considered. 

For several weeks the papers in most of 
the northern cities have been printing 
news about the Canadian tariff situation 
and tite danger and consequences of a 
commercial war with that country. There 
have been elaborate editorials on a sub- 
ject of vital importance to those manu- 
facturers who last year sold over $100,- 
000,000 worth of their goods to Canada. 
Only within the last five or six days have 
American business men opened their eyes 
to the fact that there might be a breach 
with Canada. Then they began telegrapu- 
ing petitions, memorials, and entreaties to 
the president. A delegation representing 
various industries rushed to Washington 
to plead with the secretary of state to 
avert a possible peril whose existence they 
had just learned of. 

If business men read the sporting news 
less and the Washington news more—par- 
ticularly that part dealing with national 
legislation—they would be better informed 
and therefore better business men, 


PEACE WITH CANADA, 

The Canadian tariff question has had a 
peaceful issue, for which much thanks. 
The shiver of apprehension which ran 
through the business world when a breach 
with the dominion seemed possible was a 
significant admission of the value of Cana- 
dian trade to this country. It is so val- 
uable that it should be enlarged. It is 
not known what concessions Canada has 
made to secure the minimum schedule. 


will be easy for the United States to ob- 
tain concessions that are important. It 
can get them by the easy expedient of 
removing the duties on lumber and wood 
pulp and a few other articles. American 
consumers and Canadian producers would 
welcome such legislation. It would bring 
the two countries much closer together. 

Possibly a settlement with Canada 
would not have been reached by the end 
of the month if negotiations had been 
carried on through the British embassy. 
On this oecasion Canada and the United 
States met face to face, with no inter- 
mediary to delay and muddle. So should 
it be always. 

When the news of the Albany confer- 
ence between President Taft and the 
Canadian officials reached London an ag- 
grieved imperialist asked Mr. Asquith 
where the British government came in. 
It no longer comes in where Canadian 
trade matters arg concerned, As to them 
Canada has acquired absolute independ- 
ence. Perhaps when its foreign commerce 
shall have grown still more, it may insist 
on having its own consuls, men specially 
qualified to look after Canadian interests. 
If the demand were to be made, doubt- 
less it would be complied with. | 

What Oanada should have first of all 
is a representative at Washington of its 
own choosing. Then the governments of 
the two countries could discuss at first 
hand the manifold questions that are to 
be of common interest to them in the 
coming -years. The tortuous route via 
Downing street should be traveled no 
more.

ORD HUNTINGDON, who is so ill that hopes 
of his recovery have been abandoned, holds 
an earldom which in olden times was held by 
Robert Fitzooth, familiar to old and young alike, 
throughout hundreds of years, under thé, name of 

“Robin Hood.” He was buried in 1247 in Kirkless 
abbey, Yorkshire, the epitaph on his tomb describing 
him as “Robert, earl of. Huntingdon, whom the peo- 
ple call Robin Hood.” Previously the earldom had been 
held by the princes of the reigning house of Scotland, 
and King William, the Lion, is on record as having 
resigned the title to his brother David, *the com- 
panion in arms of King Richard of England, Cour de 
Lion, both of whom have been immortalized by Sir 
Walter Scott in “The Talisman.” The first to bear 
the title of earl of Huntingdon, however, was Testi the 
Dane, long prior to the Norman conquést. 

The earldom of Huntingdon of the old line became 
extinct in the reign of Henry VII., on the death of the 
seventeenth lord, and the title was revived by Henry 
VIII., who @onferred the earldom on the third Lord 
Hastings, chief of a house that was founded by Robert 
of Hastings, portgrave of Hastings, and principal lord 
stewart to William the Conqueror. 
Hastings is the fourteenth earl of this new line. If in 
addition to his patronymic of Hastings he bears the 
name of Plantagenet, it is because he has royal Plantage- 
net blood in his veins, being descended on the distaff 
side from George Plantagenet, duke of Clarence, brother 
of Edward IV. 

~~ 


To such an extent were the Hastings at one time re- 
garded as forming part and parcel of the royal family 
of England, that Czar John of Russia, in the sixteenth 
century, sent an ambassador to England, in the person 
of Feodor Pissemskoie, in order to request the hand of 
Lady Mary Hastings, daughter of the second of the 
Hastings earls of Huntingdon. Lady Mary, however, 
who was one of the beauties of the court of Queen Eliz- 
abeth, was so terrified by the barbarous manners of the 
Muscovite envoy and of the members of his suite, that 
she declined to become czarina of Russia, and the Rus- 
sian mission was forced to return home and to inform 
Emperor John that his offer of marriage had been re- 
jected. 

Like so many other English peerages, the title of earl 
of Huntingdon is neither entirely clear nor uncontested. 
A claimant thereto makes his home in this country and 
is a furniture dealer in Dean street, Brooklyn, N. I., 
where he goes by the name of George Plantagenet Has- 
tings. 

_ 

The tenth earl of Huntingdon died a little over a 
hundred years ago without male issue, the estates pass- 
ing into the possession of his sister, countess of Moira, 
through whom they went by marriage to the earls of 
‘Loudoun, who now hold them. The earldom of Hunt- 
ingdon remained in abeyance for twenty years, when a 
claim was put forward to it by a granduncle of the fur- 
niture dealer in Brooklyn. He was a relatively poor man 
and it required @ considerable amount of money to carry 
on the legal proceedings to recover possession of the 
peerage in England. 

In his case it involved the obtaining of certified copies 
of marriage, birth, and death certificates in parishes all 
over the united kingdom, proving his direct descent from 
Str George Plantagenet Hastings, younger brother of the 
fifth earl, who died as far back as 1641. This would have 
entailed a heavy expense. The countess of Moira, 
heiress of the Huntingdon estates, fearing that if the 
claimant proved his title to the earldom he might like- 
wise demand possession of the extensive estates, re- 
solved to put up a rival claimant to the earldom and to 
pay all the expenses in connection with the proving of 
his descent, on the stipulation that he would leave her 
in undisturbed possession of the estates. 

„ 


The countess’ husband, namely, the earl of Moira, was 
one of the most influential members of the committee of 
privileges of the house of lords, which had to sit in 
judgment upon the question. Hence it is not surprising 
that the committee, finding itself confronted by Lady 
Moira’s candidate, who had all his papers ready to prove 
his descent from the second. earl of Hastings, should 
have pronounced judgment in his favor, ignoring the 
claims of the pretender who, as stated above, lacked 
the means to obtain the various documents needed to 
show his descent from the younger brother of the fifth 
earl. The defeated claimant, disappointed and hav- 
ing spent all his means in endeavoring to push his 
claims, came to this country, along with his younger 
brother, and it is the latter’s grandson who is today 
the representative of the rights which he possessed to 
the earldom of Huntingdon. 

It must be thoroughly understood that were the fur- 
niture dealer in Brooklyn to be able today to prove to 
the satisfaction of the house of lords his title to the 
earldom of Huntingdon, it would at best be a barren 
honor. For, according to a law passed during the reign 
of Queen Victoria, after estates have been for a certain 
time in the possession of a family, they can no longer 
be recovered by process of law, even though the original 
title of the holder is defective. 

„ 

The successful claimant’ lived more or less as a de- 
pendent on the bounty of his patroness, the countess 
of Moire, and it is his grandson who is the present ear! 
of Huntingdon. Having no fortune whatsoever by in- 
heritance he is nevertheless comfortably off, through his 
Australian wife, daughter of the late Sir Samuel Wil- 
son, Queensland squatter and sheep multi-millonaire, 
whom irreverent people used to describe as “the mut- 
tonaire.” 

Methodists in the United States will recall that it was 
the wife of the ninth earl of Huntingdon who was the 
principal supporter of the Methodist community of 
Great Britain in the eighteenth century. She devoted 
a large portion of the immense fortune she possessed 
to the endowment and foundation of Methodist chapels 
throughout the United States, and among her chaplains 
were two brothers Wesley, George Whitefield, and Row- 
land Hill. She fought many battles with the English 
authorities on behalf of Methodism, which used in those 
days to be known as “Lady Huntingdon’s Connexion.” 

The present Lord and Lady Hastings make their home 
at Charavogue, in the heart of King’s county, Ireland, 
and the mansion is a typical home of the modern nim- 
rod: of @ man who has been a master of the hounds 
from the age of 14. The walls are covered with every 
variety of whip, single sticks, foils, and boxing gloves. 
Stags’ heads, fox masks and brushes, skins and heads 
of bears, lions, and other big game killed by the earl 
in the Rocky mountains, in Central Africa, and in In- 
dia, likewise are to be found decorating the rooms. In 
the coach-houses are several American buggies, which 
are favorite forms of conveyance of Lord Huntingdon, 
and in the extensive grounds there is a big racecourse 
and a splendid polo ground. Lord Huntingdon has three 
daughters and a 6 year old boy, who bears the title of 
Viscount Hastings, One of his sisters ig the popular 
Lady Noreen Bass.

Sultan Mahomet, through his ambassadors, is ‘sound: 
ing the foreign powers with regard to a project of his 
own for the settlement of the tiresome controversy in 
connection with the Island of Crete. He proposes to 
transform the latter into a principality on identically 
the same lines as the Island of Samos, and to appoint 
Aristidis Pasha, scion of one of the oldest Greek fam- 
ilies of Constantinople, as first prince, pledging the porte 
that the dignitary appointed to the governorship of 
Crete, with the title of prince, should always be a Greek 
and a Christian subject of Turkey and that the Cretans 
should enjoy the same amount of home rule and of 
autonomy as the people of Samos. This seems a sensi- 
ble arrangement. 

It is meeting with a good deal of favor on the part 
of the powers end possibly the question may be set- 
tled on this basis, unless the arrival in Greek waters 
of the new cruiser, Gorges Averoff, purchased by the 
Athens government at Leghorn, results in patriotic man- 
ifestations which develop into clamors for the annexa- 
tion of Crete by Greece, even at the cost of war with 
Turkey.

Friends of City Business Agent Dislike 
Harsh Terms, 


After a stormy meeting in the finance com- 
mittee room, the Merriam commission decid- 
ed yesterday to withhold its report on the 
Office of Business Agent William A. Coleman 
for a few days longer. The meeting was ex- 
ecutive, but the voices of disputants were 
pitched so high that they resounded through 
into the ante-rooms and corridors. 

Before the executive session of the com- 
mission, which followed immediately upon 
the heels of the open hearing upon the police 
pension 5 it had been announced by Ald. 
Merriam d Secretary Spurgeon Bell that 
the Coleman report would go to the council 


tonight. It has been known for several days 


that the report was ready havin 

* — been 
passed upon by a majority of the members 
of the commission, although it also was re- 
ported that there was some dissention. 


Bennett for Executive Session. 

Former Ald. Frank I. Bennett, who resides 
in the same bailiwick with Mr. Coleman, has- 
tened to move that the committee go into 
executive session as goon as there was a lull 
in the pension fund hearing. About this time 
the rumor got around that there would be 
no Coleman report to the council this week. 
_ it appears that certain membets of the 
commission are objecting strenuously to the 
harshness of the criticism directed towards 
Mr. Coleman in the report as it stands. 

On the one hand several members of the 
commission believe in calling a spade a 
Spade, and don't see how they can get around 
stating the facts or refrain from drawing 
conclusions. 

One member of the commission said certain 
passages of the report would be rewritten. It 
was rumored that several of the radical 
members have decided to send in a minority 
report, in case any whitewash is applied by 
the majority. 


Coleman About to Resign? 

In the meantime there is a persistent rumor 
about the city hall that Coleman is about to 
resign on account of pressing private busi- 
ness, and that his resignation will follow 
closely upon the heels of the commission’s 
report. 

At a meeting of the steering committee of 
the commission early in the afternoon it 
was decided to take up the public investiga- 
tion of the building department soon, and 
also of the bridewell and the fire depart- 
ment.

ACTS ON LEGAL ADVICE. 


Attorney McArdle Says Money 
Involved Is Not One of 
City’s Expenditure. 


Conspicuous by their absence from the Mer · 
riam commission’s investigation of the police: 
pension fund yesterday were William Roth- 
mann, president of the pension board; Thom- 
as Boyle, treasurer, and Carlos F. White, 
secretary. The two last mentioned had been 
summoned officially, and Mr. Rethmann had 
been notified that the hearing would be heid, 
so that he might be present if he wished. 

John W. Beckwith, the $5,000 a year attor- 
ney for the board, was present in response to 
an official notification. Although he ex- 
pressed willingness to tell all he knew, 
there were some questions put to him by 
Attorney Walter L. Fisher, the interlocutor 
for the commission, which he deelined to 
answer on the ground of professional ethics. 

The commission did not press him on these 
points, but will give the absent members 
of the board another opportunity to be pres- 
ent, and either answer the questions or give 
Mr, Beckwith their permission to do 80. 

Boyle Declines by Attorney. 

Treasurer Boyle's attorney, E. J. McArdle, 
sent a letter to the commission in which he 
disputed the jurisdiction of the commission 
over the pension fund and said he had advised 
Mr. Boyle to disregard the summons. 

“I think,” said Mr. Fisher after reading 


the situation. The city of Chicago has direct 
relationship to this fund because it is one 
of ite expenditures. It is created by the ex- 
penditure of funds which are created by the 
city of Chicago. As the city creates licenses 
it thereby creates a fund, a percentage of 
which is paid into this fund, and this fund 
is created as one of the expenditures of the 
municipality. In the disbursement of it, of 
course, it is only directly concerned, but inas- 
much as ft is disbursed by this board for the 
benefit of the pensioners of the police force, 
it has an interest in it which not only justifies 
but in my opinion requires that the subject 
shall be thoroughly gone into by somebody 
who will get at the facts. The commission 
should investigate enough to be able to make 
recommendations ag to the proper policy to 
be pursued.” 


Evades Query About Interest. 


Attorney Beckwith described the board as 
a quasi-state institution of non-political char- 
acter. He said he did not wish to answer for 
ethical] reasons the question as to whether the 
moneys of the fund above $300,000 had been 
invested as provided by the statute creating 
the pension board. . 

“ Did you ever give a formal opinion to the 
board on the interest question?” asked Mr. 
Fisher. : 

No, Kir,“ replied Beckwith. 

Have you ever been called on in any way 
for such an opinion?’ asked Mr. Fisher. 

J think, possibly, that is a question 
which is trenching upon the relation of at- 
torney and client, and which I should be ex- 
cused from going into,“ answered the wit- 
ness. 

„I understand there is a provision in the 
statute which prohibits any treasurer from 
receiving any sort of compensation,” said 
Mr. Fisher. Is that broad enough in your 
judgment to prohibit Mr. Boyle from retain- 
ing the interest and thereby getting a com- 
pensation or salary out of it?“ 

The law, as I recall it, does not state that 
he shall not receive compensation; it says he 
shall not be paid compensation——” 

This remark caused every one to laugh. 
and Mr. Beckwith hastened to add, That 
may be merely a hairsplitting distinction of 
words, but I think it is correctly stating the 
statute. As to whether that would give him 
the legal right to withhold the interest, I 
don’t know. That more or less involves the 
advice I shall have to give my client in the 
future, and perhaps I ought to have per- 
mission of my client before discussing the 
matter.“

Civil Service Board Refuses Plea of 
Former Sewer Chief.

William E. Quinn, the suspended superin- 
tendent of the sewer bureau, was placed on 
trial yesterday afternoon before the ctvil 
service commission on the charges following 
the investigation of the Merriam commis- 
sion. | 

Owing to a misunderstanding between Ald. 
Charles E. Merriam and Commissioner of 
Public Works John J, Hanberg no counsel 
was present to prosecute the case. Asa re- 
sult the case was continued until tomorrow 
morning. 

Before edjournment A. D, Gash, attorney 
for Mr. Quinn, asked that the charges be 
made more specific., He suggested that the 
commission force Mr. Hanberg to give more 
details. Thie request was refused. In the 
mixup over the counsel for the prosecution 
Ald. Merriam was called from the finance 
committee room where he was conducting 
an open hearing of the Merriam commis- 
sion. 


No Lawyer; Case Is Halted. 

Mr. Hanberg up to this time was the only 
one present to push the charges. Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Robert N. Holt also 
was called in to handle the case temporarily 
in behalf of the city After a whispered 
conference between the three the prosecu- 
tion decided to try and have the case con- 
tinued. This was accomplished under pro- 
test from Mr. Gash. 

At a recent executive meeting of the’ Mer- 
riam commission resolutions were passed ad- 
vising that Robert Catherwood, president of 
the Civil Service Reform league, be called 
upon to prosecute the case against Mr. Quinn. 

In this way it was thought the Merriam 
commission had washed its hands of the 
case, inasmuch as it was pointed out that 
this body was organized to investigate and 
not prosecute. 


Oatherwood Asked to Act. 

Mr. Hanberg, it seems, sent a letter to Mr. 
Catherwood, asking him to act as counsel, 
and Mr. Catherwood replied that he would 
not act as attorney unless it was understood 
by the civil service commission, the Merriam 
commission, and the general public that he 
was doing so merely in behalf of the Civil 
Service ‘Reform league. 

Ald. Merriam, having been out of the city 
for a few days, lost track of the Quinn caee, 
and when called before the civil service board 
he was more or less ignorant of the situa- 
tion.

Commerce Commission’s Ruling 
Favors Minneapolis Concerns. 


CHICAGO MEN IN PROTEST. 


Say They Are Discriminated Against; 
Get No Satisfaction. : 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT: ] 

‘Washington; D. C., March 28.—[ Special. }— 
The interstate commerce commission, con- 
vinced that the continued prosperity of the 
flour milling business in Chicago and the 
northwest depends upon a readjustment of 
lake and rail rates to the seaboard, today or- 
dered a reduction of the 28 cent rate on flour 
from Minneapolis to New York so thet in 
future it shall not exceed 21% cents a hundred 
pounds. ; 

In announcing its decision in the flour mill- 
ers’ case the commission refuses to give any 
relief to the Chicago millers or grain dealers 
other than that afforded by the reduction of 
the Minneapolls rate. The Chicago board of 
trade intervened in the casé and demanded a 
readjustment of the rates from Minneapolis 
to Chicago and from Buffalo to the seaboard. 
Both these changes were declared to be vita) 


grain interests, but the commission states it 
cannot pass on either of the points in the pres- 
ent case. ; 

_ Case Important to Millers. 


The case decided is known as the W. J. 
Jennisén company vs. the Great Northern 
railroad. At has been admitted by the com- 
mission and the parties interested to involve 
the whole question of the future location 
of the export flour milling business of the 
country. More than sixty northwestern 
flour milling firms, supported by the Chicago 
and other western boards of trade, demanded 
a substantial reduction, in the rates on flour 
in order to prevent @ complete transfer of 
the flour milling busiense to Buffalo and 
other eastern points. : 

The Chicago grain and flour interests de- 
clared to the commission that Chicaga, as the 
terminal market. was being robbed of its 
netural advantages because of the rates 
maintained by the railroads on grain ship- 
ments from Buffalo to the seaboard. The 
rate on grain which comes by way of the 
lakes to Buffalo is 10.8 cents from Buffalo 
to New York; while the proportion of the all 
‘fail rate from Chicago to New York is 88 
cents for the Buffalo to New York haul. 

This discrimination, according to the Chi- 
cago grain and flour interests, has operated 
to decrease the movement of grain by lake 


all rail routes, thus depriving this market 
and other markets located on the lake of the 
advantages that they ought to enjoy by rea- 
son of cheap water traneportation.” 


Chicago Millers in Protest. 

The Chicago millers protest against the ad- 
vantage the Minneapolis millers enjoy in the 
Chicago market. They point out that the 
Minneapolis miller, by reason of a milling 
in transit rate, is able to send his flour into 
Chicago at a net cost of 7.5 cents a hundred 


cago. The Chicago miller, on the other hand, 
if he buys his wheat in Minneapolis, must pay 
10 cents a hundred pounds for transportation 
of the wheat. 

Facts submitted to the commission on this 
point showed the result had been to decrease 
the movement of spring wheat to Chicago 
from 14,722 cars in 1900 to 2,351 cars in 1908. 

The commission refuses to pass on this 
point at all or to consider whether the Min- 
neapolis millers have an advantage over Chi- 
cago manufacturers of flour. 

That is not a question which can be de- 
termined in or upon the record in the case, 
and is not géermané to the issué here,“ says 
the commission. 


MOST PATENTS OF NO VALUE. 


Commissioner Moore Tells House Com- 
mittee American System Is Far 
Behind Europe. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.— We are 
handing out today, in 60 per cent of the cases. 
patents that are almost worthless, in whole 
or in part,“ was the declaration made by 
Commissioner of Patents Moore at a hearing 
before the house committee on patents. 
No other country does that,” he acded. 
“We are away back in that matter. We 
have been asleep. Germany has a vastly 
superior system to ours. So has Great Brit- 
ain. I have been over there three times to 
investigate conditions in Europe. 
We are trying to build up this system 30 
that it will be worth something. It is un- 
wieidy now and if not braced in many di- 
rections it will fall of its own weight.” 
Commissioner Moore was advocating pro- 
posed legislation to amend the patent laws 
and practices.
